The men are training now. 
Demands for more police pro- 


tection came after incidents last 
weekend in which bands of Ne- 
groes beat, knifed, robbed and 
terrorized whites on four sub- 
way trains and a Staten Lsland 
ferryboat. 


Police disclosed that they are 


seeking a light - skinned Negro 
with a shaved head in the rape- 
murder of teacher Charlotte Lip- 
sik, 38, whose body was found 
in the elevator of her apartment 
building on Saturday. 


Police distributed an artist's 


sketch of a man they said raped 
a 19-year-old Negro girl half a 
mile from Miss Lipsik's home 
shortly after she was killed. 


The girl told police her assail- 


ant said: "I don't want to give 
you what I just gave to the oth- 
er one." 


Miss Lipsik lived three blocks 


from the headquarters of the 
Maccabee radio-car patrol in the 
Crown Heights section of Brook- 
lyn. It borders the Bedford - 
Stuyvesant 
section, a Negro 


neighborhood. 


The Crown Heights commu- 


nity of ultra:orthodox Hasidic 
Jews set up the patrols to guard 
against marauders they said 
often came from Bedford-Stuy- 
vesant. 


After a meeting with Police 


Commissioner Michael J. Mur- 
phy, Rabbi 
Samuel Schrage, 


who organized the patrols, said: 
"We learned of the police prob- 
lem and difficulty in 
getting 


enough men into the department 
and onto the street. The com- 
missioner assured us he would 
do everything in his power to 
protect our area and all areas 
of the city." 


The Rabbi said the Maccabee 


patrols would continue. 


Murphy said that he was put-

Heights and that a proportionate 
number of new policemen from 
this summer's graduating class 
would be assigned to the area.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Scnatc 


Republican Leader Everett M. 
Dirksen said today he expects 
the Senate to pass the civil 
rights bill by June 18 — if next 
week's effort to cut off debate 
is successful. 


Dirksen said he "would rather 


guess" supporters of the House- 
passed legislation would be able 
to muster the necessary two- 
thirds vote to impose cloturc 
and cut off the rights debate. 
If all 100 senators vote, the 
votes of 67 senators 
will be 


needed. 


Dirksen and Democratic Load- 


er Mike Mansfield .agreed Mon- 
day to file a clolure petition— 
which requires 16 names — on 
Saturday. This would mean a 
vote next Tuesday, June !). 


Dirksen said he was confident 


the GOP forces would produce 
more than two-thirds of their 
number for cloturc. There are 
33 Republican senators. Dirksen 
has been trying to line up 25 
for cutting off the debate and 
has said even this figure might 
be exceeded. 


If 25 Republicans support clo- 


turc, 42 Democratic votes would 
be needed — assuming all 100 
senators vote. 
An Associated 


Press survey at the start of the 
week listed 50 senators commit- 
ted to support cloturc, 26 op- 
posed and 16 undecided or refus- 
ing to commit themselves. 


Mansfield declined to predict 


success of the cloture attempt. 
"I'm figuring to do my best," 
he said. 


The Senate has imposed clo- 


ture only five times in history 
and never on a civil rights 
measure. 


Assistant Democratic Leader 


Hubert H. Humphrey, the bill's 
floor manager, said, "I think 
we have the votes for cloture. 
It's going to be awfully close." 
The leadership is counting on 
revisions in the bill, introduced 
last week by Mansfield 
and 


Dirksen, to pick up the neces- 
sary votes for cloture. 


Sen. Bourke B. Hickenlooper,

No Political 
Heir Named 
by Nehru

WASHINGTON (AP)-Mohan- 


das Gandhi picked Jawaharlal 
Nehru as his political heir. But 
Nehru, who died Wednesday as 
India's only prime minister in 
its 17 years of independence, 
groomed 210 one to succeed him. 


He was an intellectual who 


never learned to delegate au- 
thority. 
The 
result could be 


gruesome. India has 450 million 
people in one of the poorest and 
most 
jammed 
countries 
on 


earth. 


Nehru, a democrat who had 


enough blind worship among the 
Indian masses to be a dictator, 
'iad sought to guide his country 
along the democratic path. 


But not long before his death 


ie was reported saddened by 
.he incessant quarrels between 
Indians of different 
languages, 


religions and races. And there 
is bickering in his own strong 
political instrument, the Con- 
fess party. 


Seventeen years of democracy 


—in a country where about 340 
million people are illiterate — 
nay have been too brief a time 
o create any real dedication to 
the democratic principle. 


In India now there is no one 


in sight with the stature of Gan- 
dhi or Nehru. 


They not only led the fight for 


Indian independence before it 
was achieved in 1947—thus be- 
coming symbols of it — but by 
he very nature of these two 
nen their leadership was more 
ban just political. 


It was also spiritual, which is 


mique in the 20th century. They 
were selfless, with their only in- 
erests India and its people. 
Both had gone to school in Eng- 
land. Both were lawyers. 


Both abandoned law to work 


for freedom from Britain. The 
British jailed them both for 
years. That much they had in 
common. There was much they 
didn't. 
Gandhi 
was humble. 


Nehru was arrogant. 


It was ironic that he once de- 


scribed 
himself 
in 
an 
an- 


onymous article he wrote as in- 
tolerant of other people and with 
contempt for the weak and in- 
efficient. 


While 
his 
leadership 
and 


vision were tremendous, and he 
was a miracle for India, he 
himself was inefficient. Exam- 
ple: He concentrated decisions 
in his own hands, was his own 
foreign minister. The result was 
called an "administrative jun- 
gle." 


Gandhi put together his philos- 


ophy of civil disobedience and 
noneviolent resistance under the 
influence of many sources, in- 
cluding 
the 
Sermon 
on 
the 


Mount, Henry 
Thorfeau, 
Leo 


Tolstoy, John 
Ruskin, Percy 


Bysshe Shelley an dlndia's ear- 
ly Jain sect which preached 
Ahimsa, the principle of nouin- 
jury to living things. 


But he was never the complete 


pacifist 
the world imagined. 


Louis Fischer, a Gandhi biog- 
rapher, said he had a "violent 
nature and his subsequent Ma- 
hatma-calm was the product of 
long training. His mind was a 
battlefield on which caution con- 
stantly contended with passion."

He 
tried to stand aloof, preaching 
neutralism, only to be invaded 
by Red China. Then he armed. 


The influences on Nehru were 


different from those 
affecting 


Gandhi — liberalism, socialism, 
Marxism. But he was not a 
Communist. He was a Socialist 
who sought to bring his country 
abreast of the limes through 
socialism. 


Gandhi said of himself "I am 


a Christian and a Hindu and a 
Moslem and a Jew." Nehru was 
an agnostic with all that means 
in skepticism about religious be- 
liefs. 


But one of his greatest serv- 


ices to India was in seeking to 
make it a secular state in which 
the various religions, since none 
could dominate the government, 
would live together without try- 
ing to crush one another. 


After Gandhi's assassination 


Jan. 30, 1948, just a few months 
after Indian independence, Neh- 
ru became the dominant figure 
and remained so until his death. 


Perhaps Nehru's greatest con- 


tribution to his country was in 
being an inspiration to its peo- 
ple, for through that he man- 
aged to keep the country and its 
people glued together as he gave 
them a sense of direction. 


And perhaps the greatest dif- 


ference between him and Gan- 
dhi was in their vision of the 
Indian 
future. 
Gandhi looked 


back, distrusted mechanization, 
thought in terms of spinning and 
cottage-industries. Nehru want- 
ed 
India 
industrialized and 


thought in terms of steel mills 
and hydroelectric dams.
